For men in service buying a 
house with an FHA-insured loan, 
this means that they will have two 
down payment seales to choose 
from, but will b2 paying a % per- 
cent higher interest rate. 

Servicemen can either pay the 
new down payment rate (three 
percent on the Ist $10,000, 15 per- 
cent on the next $6000 and 30 per- 
cent on the remainder) or the old 
rate of five percent on everything. 
For homes under $12,000, the new 
rate ig lower; for homes above 
$12,000 the old rate is better. Men 
in service buying homes have their 
insurance premiums picked up by 
Uncle Sam as long as they remain 
in service. The top price limit on 
such mortgages is $17,200. 

The VA and FHA moves will 
probably result in the premature 
ending of the GI loan program for 
War II veterans, which has until 
July 25, 1958, to run.

WASHINGTON—Some im- 
portant service bills, among 
them the substandard housing 
measure, may still get final 
Congressional approval before 
Congress adjourns in a few 
weeks. 


On the whole, the first session 
of the 85th Congress has produced 
a lot of headlines about economy 
and civil rights but few results for 
servicemen. The economy wave, 
the time consuming rights battle 
and the Great Cordiner Snafu have 
all combined to delay action on 
military laws, 

But one bright spot in the pic- 
ture is the House Armed Services 
committee, always a hard-working 
group under chairman Carl Vinson 
(D., Ga.). It has approved over 50 
public bills, more than any othe: 
committee in Congress. 

While some are minor land 
transfers of no interest to the aver 
age serviceman, @ number are 
major bills. And it now appears 
some of these may get Senate ap 
proval in the final days of the 
session. 

Among the chief measures the 
House committee produced are 
those to improve nurse careers, 
aid families in substandard quar- 
ters, raise draft mental levels, in 
sure reemployment rights for Na 
tional Guardsmen, broaden the 
Missing Persons Act, provide 
special draft calls for doctors, and 
take post-service behavior into a 
count when reviewing past dis 
charges 

Only a small number of the com 
bills have become law 
Some are still awaiting action on 
the House floor. But the majority 
—over 25—have passed the House 
and are awaiting committee ac- 
tion in the Senate. Most will prob 
ably still be there at adjournment 
time. (Bills remain alive from one 
session of a Congress to the next, 
so these measures will be in a 
good position for Senate action In 
January, when the second sessior 
of the 85th Congress starts.)

30mm ‘Gatling Gun’ 
Made for Air Force 


A 30mm version of the 20mm 
Vulcan “gatling gun” for planes 
has been successfully developed by 
the General Electric Co. under an 
Army Ordnance contract. 

The new 30mm version has three 
times the striking power of the 
20mm weapon, which fires through 
six barrels mounted ahead of a 
single chamber. These barrels are 
mounted in an open cylinder which 
rotates each barrel in front of the 
chamber at the moment of firing. 

The 20mm Vulcan is mounted in 
the Air Force’s F-104 Lockheed 
Starfire supersonic fighter. 

A Defense Department announce- 
ment says that the 30mm version 
fires just as fast as the 20mm, 
weighs almost the same, has bar- 
rels eight inches shorter and, 
though firing shells only 50 percent 
larger than the 20mm version, in- 
flicts three times the damage. The 
Vulcan caryies the designation 
T171. The 30mm version is known 
as the T212. Both can be operated 
electrically or hydraulically.

WASHINGTON, — An en- 
listed man’s claim for refund 
of storage charges paid a com- 
mercial warehouse while on 
temporary assignment await- 
ing permanent duty has been 
denied by the Comptroller 
General on the grounds the 
household goods should have 
been stored in government 
facilities. 

John M. Hybl, yeoman first in 
the Navy, submitted a claim for 
$250, which he said was paid the 
commercial warehouse for storage 
of his household goods while he 
was on temporary duty awaiting 
permanent assignment. Hybl was 
iransferred from the Nickel (DE- 
587) based at San Francisco, Calif., 
to San Diego for temporary duty, 
five months later he was assigned 
permanently to the Bruce Canyon 
(AD-36). 

After being denied a claim for 
storage charges paid from the date 
of his original assignment to the 
Nikel until his transfer to the Bruce 
Canyon, Hybl submitted another 
claim for charges for the five- 
month period of temporary duty, 
Hybl said he was entitled to such 
charges since he was under official 
orders and cited paragraph 8007-5, 
Joint Travel Regulations, as author- 
ity. 

The Comptroller General, after 
referring to paragraph 8006-2 of 
the regulations, ruled as follows: 

“Upon receipt of the orders of 
Sept. 9, 1955, you could have ap- 
plied for nontemporary storage of 
your household effects in govern- 
ment-owned facilities, and, had 
your request been granted, govern- 
ment storage would have been fur- 
nished for the period claimed. The 
storage of household effects in gov- 
ernment facilities, however, is a 
service that may be rendered in 
kind only, and when the effects 
are not in fact stored-in govern- 
ment facilities but are placed (or 
jeft) in a commercial warehouse 
there is no provision of law or 
regulation for payment of the 
charges incurred”’,

With commendable 
House Armed Services committee has ap- 
proved a bill (HR 8850) to raise the mental 
requirements for the induction of draftees. 
We are glad to see that the whole House 
quickly recognized the need for this legisla- 
tion and passed it by voice vote when. it 
reached the floor. 

Under the bill’s provisions, the Army— 
which is the only service using the draft 
now—would be empowered to reject a theo- 
retical 90 percent of those passed on to it 
by the induction centers. It now may reject 
only the lowest 10 percent of those inducted. 

The aim is to check the “recent serious 
decline in inductee quality,” as Assistant De- 
fense Secretary William, H. Francis Jr. told 
the committee, at a time when complex mod- 
ern weapons were demanding the services 
of intelligent soldiers. Men. rejected would 
remain eligible for service in a national 
emergency. 

It was recently disclosed in this paper 
that fully 28 percent of the Army presently 
is made up of mental category IV and V 
people. (Mental group V comprises men 
who fail to pass the AFQT routine on en- 
trance but are inducted “administratively” 
on evidence that they tried to fail). 

It costs $16,000 to train an enlisted man. 
When Defense officials tell us, as they did, 
that most of the 250,000 men in the lower 
two categories are unable to get passing 
scores in two aptitude areas—half of them 
can’t pass in one—then we realize that is 
quite a lot of money to spend on men who 
will never be. soldiers. 

Moreover, these men represent a con- 
siderable problem in discipline, both at home 
and abroad, Army Assistant Secretary Hugh 
Milton told the House committee that Group 
1V men account for a “greatly disproportion- 
ate share” of disciplinary cases. In a re- 
cent interview, Lt. Gen. Bruce C. Clarke 
vave some figures on how this was affecting 
his own Seventh Army in Europe. 

Overall, he said, 30. percent of the 
Seventh Army was composed of men in the 
lowest two categories. This was too high a 
number to assimilate in a field army, he 
said, adding that he could use perhaps 15 
percent in category IV if “they were of good 
character and were adequately motivated.” 
With 15 percent, he pointed out, the ratio of 
lower category to upper category men would 
be about one to seven. But even with 25 per- 
cent it is one to three. This vastly increases 
the problem of finding men who can make 
good noncoms or specialists. 

Turning to the disciplinary factor, he 
cited one of his units 40 percent of which 
was made up of men in the lowest category. 
These men accounted for: 59 percent of all 
military vehicle accidents; 69 percent of the 
VD cases; 70 percent of the summary courts; 
71 percent of the special courts; 89 percent 
of the general courts; 61 percent of all seri- 
ous “incidents,” and 73 percent of all per- 
sonnel eliminations. 

Summing up, General Clarke said: “We 
don’t need an Army made up entirely of in- 
tellectuals—just men who can do their jobs, 
earn their pay and go about their business 
without causing trouble.” 

With that statement everyone should be 
able to agree. The Army’s plan to set up a 
supplemen‘ai test for Group IV draftees 
seems well designed to accomplish the pur- 
pose. They would have to pass in two apti- 
tude areas which would measure their train- 
ability for combat or for mechanical, elec- 
ironic or clerical work. About half of the 
Group IV inductees would probably qualify, 
a fair enough return for the small invest- 
ment involved.

Stop’ Kicking Forceouts

I have noticed over a period of time un- 


complimentary remarks by writers to Army 
Times Letters column, directed toward 
Army officers who are being involuntarily 
separated from the service, 

To label all of these officers as “not fit 
to be sergeants,” “of questionable value,” 
or “ineffective,” is an injustice. I must 
assume that the writers who made such 
statements really believe that no more 
knowledge or leadership ability is réquired 
to be an average officer than it does to be 
a good corporal or sergeant,

WHILE SOME of the “forceouts” are 
for cause, others are based On compara- 
tively low efficiency as an officer. Many 
good, efficient officers, whose efficiency 
ratings are low compared to the ratings 
of “outstanding” officers, are in lower por- 
tion of the officer personnel block. 

Low, medium, and high groups are es- 
tablished in most classifications of employ- 
ees. Some of them are in the low group 
because they belong there, (Someone must 
be there.) Others are in the low group 
because of a bad break or unfortunate mis- 
understanding. 

A person in the low group is not neces- 
sarily incompetent or inefficient. If a 
company commander were ordered to re- 
duce 10 percent of his first three. graders 


to private, he would. probably reduce those 


who compared the least favorably with his 
best. No doubt, some good fully qualified, 
efficient sergeants would be reduced to 
private. 

Would it be fair to state then that all of 
these former sergeants were not qualified 
to be privates first class? Of course not! 
So why apply a general label of ‘question- 
able value as a non-commissioned officer” 
to all recent “forceout” officers?

ONE WRITER suggested that such of- 
ficers might be taught the duties of platoon 


sergeant or first sergeant by attendance at 
a service school. A person must know the 
duties of his subordinates in order to pro- 
perly supervise them. These “forceouts” 
were retained by the Army as supervisors 
and leaders for years. They are certainly’ 
thoroughly familiar with the duties of their 
junior officers and men. 

It is ridiculous to think that men who 
commanded companies and battalions, or 
held comparable positions, are not quali- 
fied as an E7 within their branch of the 
service. By the same line of reasoning one 
could say that an E7, who performed ‘satis- 
factorily in that grade for 10 years as a 
first sergeant, was now not qualified to be 
an assistant squad leader because he was 
not one of the superior first sergeants in 
the division. 

A field grade officer or a captain, with 
a clear record, suffers enough hardship 
and humiliation when he loses rank and

EVERY SOLIDER had the chancg to at- 
tend officers’ candidate school or to work 
toward a direct commission, Those who 
did not take advantage of this opportunity 
either were not interested or not qualified. 

I have commanded troops for 10 years

age, some poor. I have also worked with 
some of the officers that have recently 
been or will be “forcedout.” 

So to you who have made derogatory re- 
marks about recent “forceout” officers, I 
say, stop trying to convince yourself and 
others, that you are a better soldier than 
the lieutenant colonel, major, or captain, 
that is being “forcedout” after 10 or 15 
years of service in a responsible position.

But even accepting this, I 
still concerned—for the Army- as 
much as fer the individual. For the 
Army by its action and policies is 
creating an intolerable situation. 

It is difficult to imagine that any 
of these 100 colonels is truly in- 
capable. With ‘not more than five 
or 10 exceptions, each one to be 
released has at one time or another 
been: considered an above-average 
officer. 

Selection boards do make mis- 
takes; though rarely. Even though 
promotion to colonel is under the 
so-called “best qualified” method 
of selection, a few of the.300 offi- 
cers eligible-and the 100 officers 
actually to be released may have 
been picked by mistake for this last 
temporary promotion. 

It is also true that some of these 
men may, having achieved ‘the 
highest grade they were likely to 
get, “stacked arms.” Their perform- 
ance after promotion may not have 
been as high as ‘their records in- 
dicated to the selection board it 
would be. But again, I doubt that 
many are in this category.

THIS MEANS that the Army is 
in the position, I think,-of having 
to fire good men in order to keep 
better ones. 

Yet this has not been emphasized. 
As a matter of right to those to be 
released, it should be. For if these 
men decide not to try to achieve 
retirement eligibility, they will be 
looking for civilian jobs (at the 
average age of 40 to 45). They will 
be asked what they did and why 
they left their last job. 

“I was a colonel in the 
Army, but I was fired for ineffi- 
ciency,” is the answer they will be 
understood to make by -potential 
employers, no matter what the 
actual words are or how prettily 
phrased. , 

With no delay and with maximum 
public relations effort, the Army 
can prevent this attitude on the 
part of potential future employers. 

The Army can point out that 
every one of these’ officers has 
been previously screened, not once 
but several times since 1953, and 
found satisfactory. It can point out 
that each of these men competed 
for his promotion: and was more 
than fully qualified to serve as a 
colonel. It can point out that it 
needs young men, with great phys- 
ical stamina and specialized knowl- 
edge fm technical fields and that 
those whom it is releasing were un- 
able to compete under the ex- 
tremely high physical standards, 
the. specialized mental standards, 
which modern war demands, 

This will help those who can 
afford to forego immediate retire- 
ment, those who have the resources

TBE DISCOUNT regulation was 
ordered by Congress in an attempt 
te keep builders from cutting 
quality en home construction. 

Under existing loan operations, 
some lenders will not take a home 
loan without getting a cash bonus 
from the builder. This bonus is 
called a discount and it makes 
otherwise reluctant lenders willing 
to accept the low iriterest rate GI 
and.

The FHA increase in interest

Big wars don’t grow out of little 
ones. 

The idea that they do — and 
therefore that it is dangerous to 
use force to deal with small 
irouble-spots—is a myth. It is a 
myth which leads to timidity and 
ean, under the conditions of the 
world we live in, be of advantage 
only to trouble makers. 


The, only safe 
guide in. prob- 
lems of this kind 
is the record, “I 
have no lamp to 
guide my feet,” 
said Patrick 
Henry, “save 
the lamp of ex- 
perience.” 

Looking at 
the record of 
the past 200 
years, we find 
no instance in which a big inter- 
national war grew out of a little 
one. In all that time, big wars be- 
gan because of a decision, not be- 
eause of an accident or a minor 
conflict.

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Quickie Map Process Developed 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—Development of a process for 


printing military,maps from lithographic plates prepared by 

the xeregraphic techni has been announced by the En- 

wee Research and velopment Laboratories at Fort 
voir. . : 

In this new process, xerographic images are prepared and fixed 
directly on the xetographie plate, and the ela area of the plate 
is converted chemically to a water-receptive surface. The resulting 
plate is then placed in an Offset press and lithographi~ prints are 
obtained using conventional lithographic procedures. Press runs of 





up to 25, impressions have ben obtained with a printing quality 
comparable to that obtained in good quality lithographic printing. 

Developed by the Map Reproduction Branch of the Laboratories, 
the process offers a number of advantages over present lithographic 
platemaking techniques for printing military maps. One of the most 
important is that the level of illumination required for exposure is 
much less, so that plates may be exposed directly in a camera and, 
thereby, eliminate intermediate photographic steps. 

The plates are not damaged permanently either by accidental 
exposure to light or other radiations, or by errors made during the 
exposure or development steps.

Revive the Old Days | 


FORT BRAGG, N. C. — Would 
you travel a thousand miles to 
spend a day with some people you 
knew back in 1944? 

Veterans of Co. E of the 82d 
Abn. Div.’s 505th Abn. Inf. Regt. 


came from all over the country to 
meet for the first time since 
War Ii. 

Some 50 ex-paratroopers made 
the trip to Fayetteville, on the 
chance of meeting some of their 
old buddies. They had no organ- 
ization, uo association to plan the 
meeting. ;

THEY SPONSORED no dances, 
selected no beauty queens, marched 
in no parades. 

They just got together and talked 
and remembered the good and bad 
times. 

“. .. on my back. Sixty rounds 
of 60 millimeter mortar ammo; 
nt. 

“. . thought he was dead. 
Haven't seen him since Normandy.” 

“They’re both dead now. Most 
of the heroes are.” 

The division showed the old 
soldiers how paratroopers live, 13 
years later.

PX HQ Move

NEW YORK. — Major Gen. 
Harlan C. Parks this week 
scotched reports that the Army- 
Air Force Exchange Service will 
move its headquarters to Wash- 
ington.

This tape will be sent to the ac- 
counting machine division as a 
source document and will be put 
on an 047, tape to card punch, 
thus enabling the information to 
enter the IBM system.

Bishop of Hawaii Praises 
Conduct of Gis in Far East 


SEOUL. — The “inestimable as- 
sistance” of the American Soldier 
in bolstering the material well-be- 
ing and morale of our Korean allies 
was noted by the Right Reverend 
Harry S. Kennedy, Bishop of- Hono- 
lulu, in a report following a two- 
month visit to his far-flung diocese.

UST IN CASE you haven’t heard of Morison, he was a historian who turned naval 


officer with the single idea of writing the history of the Navy in World War II 


from the inside. A happy idea, approved by F. D. Roosevelt and Navy Secretary Knox. 

And the answer is: ex- 
ceedingly well.

Reviewed by MAURICE S. WHITE 
uis is a thick book and it covers 


a good deal more than the title 
implies. In fact one does not need 
to be retired or even about to re- 
tire to find it of very practical 
help. He could well absorb a lot 
of it while retirement lies far 
ahead. 

After a few opening chapters on 
how to retire happily and health- 
fully, adjust oneself to civilian life, 
choose a place to live and acquire 
a home, the bulk of the book deals 
with income, Probably the deep- 
est concern of anyone who expects 
to retire is how to add to his re- 
tired pay. The book tells him. 

Chapters include getting a job, 
starting a small business, pursuing 
a hobby, making investments — 
as stocks and mutual funds — 
contingency options, and provision 
for dependents. Social Security, 
VA benefits, travel privileges, com- 
missaries and exchanges are not 
forgotten.

was based on a contemplated 5 
percent fare reduction and 50 per- 
cent more flying operations. 

Neither line has announced its 
flying time for the trip. But the 
route is nearly 1000 miles shorter 
than the conventional 6000-mile 
route via Chicago, New York and 
London, . 


THE ONE-WAY first class fare 
will be a little more than $400. 
And TWA plans daily round trips 
for every day of the week, with 
two additional flights on other days.

WHILE THE world awaits breath- 

lessly ‘the flaring fins, the 
flowing fenders, dual lights, the 
full-flow-filters and bigger tanks 
which 1958 models will disport, 
some of the deep-dish dispensers of 
advice are calling for a new secret 
ingredient in their recipe for soar- 
ing sales.

DICHTER’S STUDY. which has 
been conducted over several years, 
leads him to classify the current 
market as “third generation” 
buyers. 

The first generation got a big 
thrill out of driving a car. It also 
viewed it as a vital means of trans- 

ortation which left the horse and 

uggy far behind. 

The second generation which is 
now fading away got no particular 
thrill out of a car. It had become 
a virtual necessity with just about 
as much excitement as a street car 
or bus or any other means of get- 
ting from here to there. 

The third generation is look- 
ing for a thrill and, according to 
Dichter, the manufacturer can 
produce it by means of what he 


calls “psychological engineer- 
ing.” 

Comfort seems to be the key, 
with the maker giving the buyer 
assurance that his “real needs and 
desires” have been carefully con- 
sidered. 

Naturally air-conditioning is high 
on the list of comforts which can 
be provided. Greater visibility is 
another point.

MILWAUKEE, Wisc.—Court re- 
porters serve in both civil and 
criminal courts. The court reporter 
goes into court to record the pro- 
ceedings; he takes down the testi- 
mony of the witnesses, the ques- 
tions and arguments of the lawyers, 
and the words of the judge and the 
foreman of the jury. 

In large municipal areas where 
courts are always in session, the re- 
porter may work in only one court. 
In rural areas where one judge 
serves several counties or districts, 
the court reporter travels the cir- 
cuit with him. In most states a re- 
porter who is appointed by the 
court is called an “official” report- 
er—meaning that he is an officer 
of the court. 

While the reporter, like all other 
professional men, is often required 
te work intensively, there are 
many compensations. When the 
courts are not in session, the re- 
porter has time to study and travel 
or increase his income through 
free-lance reporting.

MAKES IT EASY TO LISTEN and LEARN to 
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Problems Magnified as Shooter’ 
Moves in for Close-up Pictures 


By JACOB DESCHIN 
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HEN the camera moves in closer to the subject than the minimum indicated on the fo- 
cusing scale, problems arise that demand certain accessories and techniques. Depend- 
ing on the camera-to-subject distance, the resulting image size varies up to and beyond one-to- 





one (image size same as original 
subject). 

The nearer the camera, the 
greater the camera image and the 
more critical the problem of achiev- 
ing sharpness and other desirable 
photographic qualities.

He be- DESCHIN 
gins by summing up his topic: “The 
closer the camera to the subject, 
the smaller the image field covered, 
the greater the magnification, the 
shallower the depth of field, and 
the more considerable and vexa- 
tious the problems.” 

He then proceeds to show, 
mainly in diagrams, with some 
photographic examples, how the 
photographer may learn to cope 
with these problems and to ex- 
plaia them te achieve desired 
effects. 

He lists and describes the acces- 
sories required with fixed-lens and 
interchangeable-lens cameras. Sim- 
ple, rangefinder and single lens 
reflex types, and goes to consider- 
able pains to provide both the 
working principles and the meth- 
ods involved, 

Topics covered include lighting, 
subject framiing, depth of field 
through the use of small lens stops, 
avoidance of vibration, and the use 
of long exposures at the necessary 
small stops. Schwalberg examines 
carefully all of these aspects and 
discusses them broadly so that the 
reasons as well as the applications 
mey be understood by the careful 
reader.

AN ESTIMATED 20,000 people 
each day have viewed the tower- 
ing 63-foot weapon since the dis- 
play was erected in early July.

They range 
from size and weight of the mis- 
sile to the type of fuel it uses and 
whether the giant missile is real. 

One out of every seven people 
who take information pamphlets 
describing the missile ask ques- 
tions. Over 7000 pamphlets, -pre- 
pared especially for the display, 
are distributed daily. 

“Adults,” said one of the mén 
assigned to answer questions, “are 
awed-by its size and range. Most of 
their questions are about its cost 
and destructive power.” 

Ne price tag can be put on the 
missile because of the years of 
research and development which 
went into it. General reaction of 
the public, according to one 
man, seems to be in favor of an 
arsenal of similar type missiles. 

Commenting on the 200 mile 
range and accuracy of the giant 
Redstone, War -I and II veterans 
say they never had anything like’ 
it, But, they add, they wish they 
had. 

The younger generation seems 
to take the missile in stride as part 
of modern day developments in the 
scientific and nuclear field. 

“Many of them, from ten years 
on up,” said one man on duty, “ask 
questions which go far into the 
teehnical and scientific details of 
the missile. They ask about - the 
earth satellite now in development, 
why liquid oxygen and alcohol are 
used for fuel rathér than a solid 
fuel, and hundreds of technical 
questions their parents never ask.” 

“Sometimes,” he added, “they 
amaze me.”

Bullfighting — 
Draws Throng 
From Azores 


LAJES FIELD, Azores. — Hun- 
dreds of Air Force personnel sta- 
tioned at the Azores Air Transport 


Station had the opportunity re- 
cently, on a small farm set be- 
tween two very steep hills, to 


watch the Azorean counterpart of 
bullfighting. 

At least a thousand Portuguese 
people from all over the island had 
come ¢o watch the tourada a corda 
or Azorean Portuguese bullfight. 
For a thousand yards the very nor- 
row dirt road leading up to the 
furm was lined with cars and 
horse-drawn carts of all descrip- 
tions. 

The bulls are kept in a walled-in 
enclosure on the lower end of the 
pasture. As each bull takes his 
place in the narrow ramp leading 
to the field a noose at the end of 
a long rope is passed over his head 
and made fast to his horns. 

To warn the people that the 
bull is about to be released, a sky- 
rocket is shot into the air. After 
the area has been cleared another 
rocket is fired and the bull is let 
lcose. Four or five men hold to 
the rope at a safe distance while 
the rest of the spectators watch 
with anticipation the coming mad 
scramble. 

The* parts of toureiros, without 
swords, are taken by men in the 


crowd who play the bull with 
handkerchiefs, coats, or whatever 
they wish. The bull, with plenty 
of slack of the rope does his best 
to butt everyone in sight. Al 
though his horns are blunted, a 
butting can be very painful if 
someone should stumble in his 
flight to get away when the bull 
charges 

After the bull becomes tired he 
is dragged back into his pen and 


the rocket is again fired to signify 
the all clear. 

There are usually four bulls 
every bullfight and each seems to 
be more ferocious than the last. 
It is indeed the character of the 
people that even in tantalizing the

MAHAN spends all his spare 
time, nights, weekends and _ holi- 
days, digging three test pits in the 
mouth of the huge cave. So far 
he has unearthed thousands of 
artifacts, probably ranging from 
the Mound Builders (1600 A.D.) 
to the Early Woodland period 
(3000 B.C.). 

He has diig about eight feet 
down. And it has been a tedious 
dig. Mahan excavates in six-inch 
levels, carefully packaging and la- 
beling the artifacts removed so 
he can readily tell from what level 
they come. Of course there are 
voluminous notes. 

“Tf the occupational levels hold 
out as they have been going, ‘ 
believe I will find paleolithic (Ice 
> Age) man between the 20 and 30 

foot levels.” Mahan says there is 
’ ample evidence of Ice-Age man in 
this section of Alabama. 

“We have found plenty of his 
tools in Madison County, but we 
have: never been able to tie him 
down to any certain spot. This 
cave is a logical habitat, and I 
think I will find definite, indisput- 
able evidence that he once lived 
here.” 

The indisputable evidence he 
seeks is actually human bones from 
paleolithic times.

in The Heart of So 
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Economic Observers 
Somewhat Bemused 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 
As the half year gets under way, the pundits of the market 
place don’t seem to agree as to what is actually happen- 


ing. 
at diagnosis, prognosis, feeding 
and care of the body «conomic 
seem a little bemused. 

Old Man inflation is waxing 
stronger and stronger in an en- 
vironment which is supposed to 
starve him to death. There is no 
question that a small but very real, 
slackening in demand is in evi- 
dence. Expansion seems to be lev- 
-eling off as it should, considering 
conditions past and present. But 
both prices and wages keep right 
on going up when they both ought 
to be taking a breather, something 
the Stock Market appears to need 
and want. 

Tight money causes plenty of 
tears among the borrowers and 
while we don’t know what would 
happen if lending were allowed to 
go on the loose, it certainly has 
not discouraged” anybody to the 
point where there is what can be 
called a deflationary trend. 

One quotation in the Wall Street 
Journal appealed to me as much 
because of what it didn’t predict 
as for what it advised: 

“In the face of all the question 
marks in our developing policies 
of monetary control,” said Louis 
Stone, of Hayden, Stone & Co., “in- 
vestment policy must allow for a 
considerable possibility of upset 
both in business and in the stock 
market, if only because the present 
levels are historically high. In our 
opinion, a realistic approach for 
the investment account at the 
present time, is neither to assume 
a bull market nor bear market, but 
to concentrate on values which can 
be held in the event of either.” 

The “question marks” referred 
to have been in part inspired by 
Washington where some Demo- 
crats are attacking the Eisenhower 
big budget and hard money policy.

EXCEPT among elements which 
are feeling the pinch of high in- 
terest rates most, there is plenty 
of support inside ahd outside of 
the Administration for Federal Re- 
serve efforts to stop the uptrend 
ine prices and, more than that, to 
squeeze the water out of them. 





“There's political danger in 
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this,” as Business Week magazine 
points out, for “prices, many 
economists say, can’t’ he rolled 
back in an open market unless 
there’s a rise in unemployment to 
cut the buying power. Any rise 
in unemployment would bring a 
quick political howl. What the 
Administration would rather see is 
a substantial rise in savings, which 
would tend to cut down buying, 
and thus put down pressure on 
prices. One Eisenhower adviser 
put it this way: A small consumer 
strike would help.” 

Personal income is going up and 
unless the consumer voluntarily de- 
cides te put more of it in the old 
sock it is not at all clear what can 
be done by the Administration to 
call this “strike” that would ap- 
pear desirable to some. 

All over the world the same up- 
ward trend exists. Some countries 
have stepped in with action much 
more stringent than a mere rafsing 
of rediscount rates—France has 
put on import controls and.a 'wage- 
price freeze, Japan controls im- 
ports and has cut public spending. 

Orthodox economists feel that 
supply and demand is the only 
final answer and there is some opti 
mistic thinking that the public will 
take care of the situation’ itself.

The picture showing 
Roosevelt sitting in-the back of 
his touring car, was printed over 
70,000 times 

After retirement, Col. Claggett 
hopes to stay on at Huachuca as a 
civil service employee. “I'd like 
to keep busy for a few more 
years,” he said, “although I guess 
I've got enough memories to’ last 
me for a while.”

HE RETURNED to Mt. McKin- 
ley again in 1954, seeking a previ- 
ously unclimbed route up _ the 
Northwest Buttress. 

This route, at an average angle 
of 38 degrees from glacier to sum- 
mit, was over part of Wickersham 
Wall, which is the second greatest 
unbroken precipice on earth, a 
distance of 15,000 feet 

“We were forced to use rock 
pitons, which had never before 
been used on the mountain, due 
to the steep technicalities of the 
climb,” he said. “Being on the 

north side where there is a 

minimum amount of sunlight, 

the night temperatures above 

17,000 feet were colder than 40 

degrees below zero.” 

He extended his mountain ex- 
ploits to Australia in 1956, where 
he made 24 ascents including the 
14 highest mountains on that con- 
tinent. 


* * * 
RETURNING to the States in 
1956 via Europe from a tour of duty 
in Korea, he reached the top of 
Mont Blanc, 15,781 feet, the high 


est mountain on that continent. 
This boosted to five his record of 
continental summits. 

In 27 years of mountain climb- 
ing he has made over 500 major 
climbs in twelve countries and 
Alaska, scaled 40 of the 52 peaks 
over 14,000 feet in the American 
Rocky Mountains and reached the 
top of the highest mountains in 
the United States; Mexico, Austria, 
Italy, Japan and the Republic of 
Korea. 

Capt. Hackett enlisted in the 
Army in 1942, was later commis- 
sioned and assigned to the 10th 
Mountain Division. He saw action 
with the division in Italy and won 
the Silver Star and Bronze Star 
with one Oak Leaf Cluster.

,tem Evaluation Group, Gen. Free- 


man addressed 159 graduates of 
the Infantry School’s associate offi- 
cers advanced class No. 5 in the 
Main Theater. He was introduced 
by Brig. Gen. John F. Ruggles, 
deputy commanding general of the 
U. S. Army Infantry Center. 

“We had to bog down in the 
quagmire of Korea to learn our 
deficiencies in limited war. I 
think we will have more limited 
wars in the future,” the speaker 
said. 

“I must praise the action of 
small units in Korea. They ac- 
complished the nearly impossible 
in the Bighest tradition of the 
Infantry School,” he brought out. 

“But in Korea we lacked stra- 
tegie and tactical mobility. Once 
the decision is made to intervene 
in a critical area, we must get 
there at once. And we had failed 
to learn that equipment suitable 
to wars in Europe in the classic 
style was not adaptable to an 
underdeveloped area,” Gen. Free- 
man explained. 

The ‘speaker pointed out de- 
ficienciés in weapons, communica- 
tions and logistics during the Ko- 
rean conflict, noting that “sup- 
porting services were unable to 
fulfill their mission of replenish- 
ment and evacuation.” 


“After Korea came a realiza- 
tion.of a new type of warfare and 
stimulation for research. Our 
achievement in correcting defici- 
encies with new organization and 
tactics is amazing. It challenges 
the imagination,’ Gen. Freeman 
stressed, 

“The breakthroughs in_ tech- 
nology provide a field in which 
every one of you can participate. 
After attending this course, I’m 
sure you’ve come to the realization 
that the Infantry is forward look- 
ing,” he said. 

Gen. Freeman urged deep re- 
flection on the part of the gradu- 
ates. “You are serving your coun- 
try in an era of great change in 
warfare — changes that occur al- 
most daily,” he noted.

Closes 


At Osaka 


OSAKA, Japan. — One of 
the largest military hospitals 
in the Far East during the 
Korean conflict has closed 
shop after an illustrious 12- 
year career. 


Osaka Army Hospital, located at 
Kanaoka Barracks just east of this 
teeming Japan metropolis, became 
history when it was replaced by a 
new 35-bed provisional dispensary 
at Camp Otsu. : 

The move came with the con- 
solidation of Army installations in 
Southwestern Japan into Regional 
Camp Otsu. 

Last commander of the hospital 
was Lt. Col. Edwin S. Chapman, 
who has held the post since July. 
1956, ;

OSAKA’S first Army hospital 
came into existence in late 1945 
when it was known as the 13th 
General Hospital. It occupied 
quarters at the downtown Red 


Cross building and served troops 
of the 25th Inf. Div. and local ma- 
rine units. 

After numerous redesignations 
such as the 28th General Hospital 


and the Osaka General Hospital, 
the médical center received iis 
present title in July, 1950, 2 few 
days after the Korean war broke 
out, 

It was a round-the-clock opera- 
tion during this period as evacua- 
tion boats, trains, and aircraft wn- 
loaded thousands of wounded 
fighting men at Osaka. During one 
day, the intake»was 2000 patienis 

Overcrowded conditions soon 
forced expansion to temporary s#n- 
nexes at local school buildings. At 
Kanaoka Barracks, the 33d Med 
ical Det. and the 382d General 
Hospital were established to ax 
comodate 1500 patients. 


Osaka Army Hospital became 
the center for frost-bite and hemor 
rhagic fever cases, two principal 


disease outbreaks along the Ko- 
rean front, The hospital also 
played the role of a cosmopoliian 
center, with treatment for s)) 
United Nations forces, including 
Greece, Turkish, and French serv- 
ice men. 

Along with its medical mis- 
sion, OAH took time to honor its 
bed-ridden guests. An estimated 
10,000 purple hearts were award- 
ed to patients in 1952. Numer- 
ous Hollywood celebrities, like 
Marilyn Monroe and Cary Grant, 
also dropped by for visits. 

When the Korean hostilities sub 
sided, plans were made to combine 
Osaka Army Hospital with the 382d 
General Hospital at Kanaoka. O01 
Aug. 3, 1954, the downtown cenier 
was returned to the Japanese Red 
Cross and OAH moved to its new 
quarters.

Horace Yancey and 
SFC Lincoln Middleton, Hunziker 
undertook the project four months 
ago, starting with 100° coturnix 
quail eggs and 60 10-day-old chicks, 
purchased from a; hatchery in Ne 
braska. Half the eggs, and 90 per- 
cent of the chicks survived, and by 
careful. feeding of starter growing 
feed and special game bird mash, 
they began to thrive. 

Both Hunziker and Sams be- 
came interested in raising co- 
turnix quail when they learned 
of their almost - unbelievable 
high rate of reproduction. The 
birds are mature enough at eight 
weeks old to begin laying, and 
the eggs usually hatch in 15 to 
17 days. 

One hen began laying when only 
six weeks old, Hunziker said. 

The rate of reproduction in the 
wild, after the birds are released, 
is not known, Hunziker said, but 
it is assumed that under satisfac- 
tory conditions the rate is high. 
In captivity they are known to 
lay 150 to 250 eggs per hen per 
year. Like the bobwhite quail, the 
coturnix is a ground nester, but 
takes no precautions for keeping 
its eggs hidden.

AT THE START of the experi- 
ment a problem arose which at 
first baffled the soldiers. Each 
morning one or two chicks were 
missing. At first they thought the 
quail were slipping through the 
wire mesh on the cages, until one 
day a five-foot long coach whip 
snake was found in the pens. Upon 
cutting the reptile open, a chick 
was found in its stomach. Smaller 
mesh wire was used to reconstruct 
the cages. 

According to Hunziker, the co- 
turnix quail is similar to a bob- 
white, and the hen is larger than 
the male.

Army Brats Face Back-to-School Days, 
Teacher Gives Hints to Worried Parents 


By RUTH B. PULLIUM 


Many Army families have moved 
during the summer. Some of them 
may be looking with trepidation 
toward enrolling their children in 
a new school. As a teacher and 
mother of Army children I would 
like to give a few inside hints 
gleaned from several years’ ex- 
perience. 

Most Army parents are greatly 
coneerned over the adjustments 
their children must make to new 
situations, academic progress and 
other problems that are common 
to children who change schools 
frequently. In most cases there is 
no need for concern if the parents 
will take a little time and use a 
bit of common sense in handling 
the situation, 

I am not a psychologist, nor do 
I presume to give professional ad- 
vice. These are observations made 
while teaching Army children in 
different parts of the world and 
in the States. Listed in the order 
(I think) of their importance, they 
are as follows: 

® The smartest move’ you will 
ever make is to have a talk with 
your child’s teacher, Don’t wait 
until you are called. 

A parent-teacher conference is 
the most beneficial thing you can 
do for your child in school, even 
if you only discuss the weather. 
If- possible, take your husband 
with you. Try to leave “Army talk”

I don’t like to contradict that 
outright, but this I- know, the fact 
that your child has seen Mt. Fuji 
and ridden on the Autobahn 
doesn’t teach him his multiplica- 
tion tables. Nor does it help him 
in spelling, English and related 
subjects. Don’t depend on his 
travels to educate him. 

@ See to it that he is at school 
every day, if possible. I know 
there is a temptation to take that 
months’ leave to say “goodbye to 
grandma.” Classroom work nowa- 
days is a matter involving a great 
amount of continuity. Tomorrow 
hinges on what is done today. To- 
day’s work involyes things learned 
yesterday. 

® Participate in school activi- 
ties and P-TA.-Visit the classroom 
Be a room-mother. You have no 
idea how happy the child is who 
can say to his teacher the morn- 
ing after a P-TA meeting, ‘My 
mother saw you last night.” 

Remember, your child’s teacher 
is trying to help him. She worries 
over his particular needs. She dis- 
cusses him with her principal and 
associates. She goes home at night 
and tells her husband about him. 
She dreams about him. She stays 
after hours and comes early in 
the morning to work with him, 
and she pulls his ear and tweaks

THE COMMITTEE attacked the 
whole idea of giving grade adjust- 
ments for pay raises as wrong and 
said it would lead to supervisors 
using the elassification system to 
reward or punish those they favor 
or dislike. 


The report has the novelty of a 
minority view written by the 
chairman of the committee. It takes 
‘up one-third of the report. 

Chairman Tom Murray (D., 
Tenn.) said the bill.would lead to 
a round of raises that would add 
$2 billion to the federal budget 
and add fuel to the fires of infla- 
tion. He said his colleagues acted 
by sentiment and not by reason 
when they approved the bill. 

Mr. Murray says there is “no 
justification whatsoever” for the 
11 percent inerease. He cites a 
five percent increase in living cost 
since the last raise two years ago. 
He also claims that, whether the 
committee likes the practice or 
not, upgrading has, meant a gen- 
eral rise in salary levels.

HE QUOTED Assistant Budget 
Director Robert E. Merriam who 
said the average annual salary for 
classified employees was $4140 in 
1953 and is $4744 now, an increase 
of 14.6 percent. Since the pay raise 
of 1955 was only 7.5 percent, Mr. 
Murray claims upgradings have 
raised the salary scale an equal 
amount. 

Correspondingly, the majority 
report says industry salaries have 
risen 18.5 percent since 1951 and 
federal salaries only 7.5 percent 
since that time. The 11 percent 
raise would make things equal. 

Perhaps the most thoughtful 
thing in the whole report is: the 
real evidence of inflation. Cost of 
living went up 3.07 percent be- 
tween 1951 and 1955 but it has 
risen five percent since 1955. In 
28 months it’s risen 1% times as 
much as it didein the previous 42 
months.
